_ A BILL EXEMPTING HOMESTEADS FROM LEVY OR 
EXECUTION. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature. of West Virginia: 
1 1. Any husband or parent residing in this State may set 
2 apart his personal estate not sxteeling two hundred dollars in 
3 value, to be exempt from execution or other process, ` 
1 2. When a debtor claims personal estate as exempt by this 
2 act, he shall, if it be demanded, deliver to the officer holding 
3 the execution or other process, a list by separate items of the 
4 property so claimed. If the creditor, his agent or attorney 
5 demand an appraisement thereof, two disinterested household- 
6 ers of the neighborhood shall be chosen, one by the debtor, 
T and the other by the creditor, his agent or attorney, and these 
8 two, if they cannot agree, shall select a third; but if either 
9 party fail to choose an appraiser, or the two having disagreed 
10 fail to select a third, or if one or more of the appraisers fail

in like trade or occupation, to unite in such combinations. 
All meetings of such persons for such purposes, shall be treat- 
ed as unlawful assemblies, and be proceeded against in the 
manner prescribed in chapter 195 of the Code of Virginia, 
einen of eighteen hundred and sixty. 

2. If any seven make an affidavit before a justice of the 
peace, that he lias good reason to believe that persons are 
making such combinations as are described in the preceding 
section, it shall be the duty of such justice immediately to is- 
sue his warrant, requiring all such persons to be brought be- 
fare him, and when so brought, he shall examine io the 


charge, and if there be sufficient evidence to sustain the same 
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18 he shall require all such persons to enter into recognizance as

into this State, to purchase and- sell in their own right or as 
agents for others, any description of real estate in this State, 
provided the capital stock of such corporation or company does 
not exceed one million of doliars, and that they shall not at 


any time hold more than twenty thousand acres of land in any 


one county, nor more than twenty acres of land in any incor- 
porated town in the State. ~ 
2. But nothing contained in this act shall prevent any such 


corporation or company from laying out towns and villages, 


‘not to include over six hundred and forty acres on lands own-

ed by them, and selling lots therein, as provided for in the case
